drink together, and afterwards mix promiſcuouſly. Daily are entertain- 
ed in our Pagodas the dancing Girls, which are profeſſed Proſtitutes, 
who ſing at Morning and Evening Sacrifices the impureſt Songs, 
and offer in the Pagodas, with the obſceneſt Language, their Perſons 
to the Spectators, and invite them to lie with them. _ OY 
ALL this, the Feelings of my Conſcience told me, could not be 
from the eternal God, whom Reaſon and the ſtill Voice of Nature 
proclaim to be an holy Being, who abhorreth Vice and Impurity, and
